In the spring many of the school 
picnics are held here, for the sake of convenience and also for 
the splendid grounds to be used for amusements. 

During spring and summer the children congregate to 
play baseball and practice golf. Many come and sit on the 
banks to fish. (They might even catch the three little fishies.) 
The river and the Lagoon are used for boating a good deal of 
the time in the summer. 

By autumn, when the leaves are falling and the grass 
is turning brown, the grounds are used for games of various 
sorts. When winter creeps up on is, when the snows appear to 
give everything the look of fairyland, when Jack Frost writes his 
message on windows, then does the waten freeze over, making 
it possible for crowds of skaters to unpack their skates and join 
the procession in the race for the ice.
